founder of the French Mission, arrived ino 
China, be discovered with surprise that no 
vostigo of the later Chrigtian’ , or of the 
Jesuit Church mentiono?? Martini, was 
to be discovered ia Ninzpo actor a break of 
only thirty years. Tho city chronicles of 
Ningpo, a also those of various towns in 
An-hwei known to have had Chrie- 
tian establishments a century ogo, are, 
as though by conspiracy, sbsolutely 
silent touching the past existence of 
European relizivve zeul- .In Father 
Gavrev’s opinion, tho same thing. would 
long ago have happened -to Buddhism had 
not this latter shewn itself more accommo~ 
dating-than Romen Catholicisns to Chincaa 
literary prejodice. Itds not to be wonder- 
ed at, therefore, that the Nestorians wha 
preached to the early T'ang Emperora in 
the 7th century, together with the Jesuits 
who preached to tho early Mancha Emper- 
ore inthe 14th century, should have been 
alike consigned to utter’ oblivion so far as 
the ouncoited and fhfatuated literary lta 
was able to accomplish thatend. Bat this 
literary impostore was confounded fifteen 
years after Ricci’o death by ‘the dis- 
covery of tho world-renoword Si-an 
Fu Tablet now under notice, and the 
Chinese literates of the time, only tog 
proud ot that .mument of Christian 
triumph to be dubbed Christians, vied with 
each other in their zal for circulating 
rnbbings of the iuscription far and wide, 
The remarkable thing is that, whilst funa- 
tics in the weat were.declaiming against 
the ‘pious fraud’ of tho Jesuits, not a 
single Chinese critic (in a pation of crities) 
haa ever thrown the shadow of a doubt up- 
on its authenticity. 

The work to which Father Hevret. has 
now sat hiwaclf is to put final'y un record 
the inscription as it now. actually ap ears ;

AN INCIDENT OF THE WAR. . 
Lieut, O’Brien writes tothe Japan 4d- 
verliser i * 
On the fifth of February, Surgeon Colo- 
nel W. Taylor, British Medical Attaché, o 
Japanese naval gurgeon, sud myself, went 
to Kosango, in rear of the eastern forta of 
Wei-hai-wei, to seo the field honpital there, 
Ta the afternoon we returned to our quar- 
tera at Kosan, passing slong the line of 
forts and-across the open, creecent-shapod 
beach betweon those forts and tho walled: 
elty of Wei-hai-woi. We took this course 
so that wo might verify a count of the Chi- 
nesa dead, which I had made some days 
before. To avoid the deep nullahs we kept 
close to the water until we had arrived with- 
in obout six hundred yards of the small 
village of Horiusba or Fung-liu-tsae, 
All tho land defences ware in the hands 
of the Japanceo “sfmco tho second of the 
month. No soldiers whatever were ino 
sight, and, at tho momont, this fact led me 
tonay to Doctor Taylor that. I enw no 
reason why the Chinese in tho ships and 
on Laukung-tao could not tand at night in 
boats snd escape throngh tho nullahs and 
ravines, Tha Doctor thought it o hardor 
taak than it looked. 
During this converaation we had turned 
of sharply to our left front to pass around 
the point of hills which separated us from 
the vulloy vf Kosan, Suddenly, alter we 
had gone, say, fifty yards in tho new diroc- 
tion, o few bullets began to sing around us. 
We stopped, each thinking we had run upop 
a party of Chincae fugitives sa jue. sug- 
geared, Tbo bullets continued their un- 
pleasant song and svon we discovored their 
sonree, : 
Lovking to our right, wo saw a line of, 
say, twenty-five infantry coming through a 
light fringe of willows along an irrigation 
ditch just this side of - Goriushu—Sring 
independently as they cnme. Behind this 
line was a growing swarm of Jupan ie 
suldiors, each hurrying to what he thought 
the point of uttuck, Gxiny bayoos us he 
ran. -The linc was reptdly yrowing ty 
length and dunsity ; the fire, w ory rapid 
and heayivr. 
Thora w.8 no cover. 5G wo all threo 
djgmounted and walked toward tho ad- 
vaneing line, leading our horace. I 
do not think a word was said, except that 
both Doctor Taylor and myself said: 
‘Let us walk toward them.’ Thoro hed 
beon snow «in the grouxd, buat it had 
all disappeared, excopt in bollows and 
trenches. Woe ronched ono of the latter, 
and could go no further as our Japanese 
horsos funked tho snow. :

pateh, The Daily Chronic'e of tho 17th ult, 
diaposes of the Central News contentions a9 
follows: —*The Times, nob ponaturally, de- 
clines to bo satistied with Mr Juhu Moore's 
explanation of the churges brought against ! 
the Central News Agency by the Kubo 
Chrontele. Mr Moore anys that the latter 
puper, ** by its geographical position,” can 
bring these charges "' with impunity.” This 
is nut the cave, ‘The Central News can take 
any action it likes agains: the Kobe 
Chronicle, whiok is a Britich paper, pub- 
liched in ao British settlement, where 
British extra-territurislity exists, And 
tho. Times, at ‘any . rate, is nub 
pruteated by ila geographical position. ‘The 
point at iesue, however, is whether or not 
the Central News published a long diepatoh 
as from its own correspondent at Wei-bai-, 
wei when the dispatch, in fact, came froin 

anghai aod wao onbled thither from 
Japon, and bayed vu as Fapaacse oflicial 
message, Chis is a charge which, if uatrue, 
can be disproved in a moment, and the 
Times agrece with us that the productiva of 
tha original message ora certified copy is 
the proper course of defence,?
